Death is usually looked upon 8 
wiping out at least, so far as ob.t 
wary notices are concerned the evil’ 
that a man may have done thereby 
leaving occasion for saying as much 
good about him as possible hence the 
following obituary of a citizen who 
liad recently passed beyond, carried 
by ‘the Fountain Inn Tribune, pub- 
lished at Fountain Inn, Carolina, in 
its jesue of August 6th, is of interest 
as smashing a well recognized rule to 
‘smithereens :— 

Mr (full name given) is survived 
by one. som and three grown daugh- 
ters, his wife heving predeceased him 
te the grave five years ago, thus 
escaping five years of thankless drudg 
ery. 

The surviving sons and daughters 
have the hearty congratulations of 
the community They at least ‘have 
their hands on the property for which 
they have so impatiently waited. The 
community deserves some congratu- 
jations also, It is rid of- a greedy 
selfish, penny-pinching old hog who 
’ pever in his life did anything to bene 
fit anybody. 

He held on to unimproved property 
while the town grew up around him 
and made him rich. He voted against 
every bond issue for public improve 
ment and opposed every increase in' 
taxation designed to benefit the com’ 
munity. He never contributed @ 
nickel to any charity or community 
enterprise and he paid his bills so 
tardily and resentfully that the money 
was scarcely worth the effort to col 
lect it. : 

His wealth made him important en 
ough to’ dominate his church but he 
felt that he had done his full duty 
when he led in prayer each Sunday 
morning. The less important matter 
ot paying expenses he left to the 
congregation. 

After the death of his wife he liv 
ed alone in the unpainted tumble 
down shack that had been his home 
for forty-five years. 

He planned to live with his child- 
ren but each of them was. afraid 
the one that fed and endured him 
would work some trick to get the 
property and all at length agreed to 
let him fend for himself. 

The attending vhysician attributed 
his death to some heart trouble but 
he attended a church picnic the day 
before he was stricken and it is prob 
able that the opportunity to get so 
much free food after having starved 
himself for years caused him to 
founder. 

The funeral service was very im 
pressive. A mixed choir sang ‘Jesus 
I Gave Alb For Thee” and the 
preacher spoke eloquently of the eter 
nal joy that is the reward of those 
who put their trust in God. 

A few merchants in the congrega 
tion wept audibly when the preacher 
mentioned the fact that the old man's 
earthly account was settled. 

The coffin was a little too small for 
a man so large, but doubtless he will 
rest easier being tight to the last. 

May he rest in peace. 

His death, like that of the martyrs 
benefits mankind. It puts his money 
in circulation.

We have audited the accounts of 
the Town of Wainwright for the year 
1929 and have found all receipts pro- 
perly deposited and all payments pro- 
perly authorized. 

On July 21, 1929 practically the en- 
tire business portion of the town was 
burned down including the Town Hall 
and Skating Rink. Fire Insurance of 
$15,800.00 was collected as follows:

The book value of the assets ete 
stroyed by the fire amounted to $6,-' 
682.59, and sundry expenses of clean- 

ing up at Fire Hall amounted to 
$248.40, leaving a balance of Fire 
Insurance in excess of book value of 
$8,869.01 which we have carried to 
surplus account. You will undérstand 
that the book value was much less 
than the real value and that no insur 
ance was carried on Office Equipment 
all of which was destroyed. 

The ten year bonds issued in 1919 
against arrears of taxes came due in 
December 1929 and were all redeem- 
ed with the excoption of $4,100.00 
made up of Debenture 9B for $500.00 
not presented, and $3,600.00 held by 
the Town Sinking Fund. $650.00 of 
other pond coupons due were not pre- 
sented and may be presented at any 
time. The Sinking Fund now stands 
at $11,110.58 made up as follows :—
